Stock Law ts Just 


One Phase of the 


Highway Menace 


If there is an ironic twist to 


public affairs in 
Arkansas the 


people themselves are to blame 


it, with their curious fashion 
rushing pell-mell into the en- 


actment ot new laws while the 
enforcement of the most primitive 
regulations for public safety is 
blandly ignored. 


The irony came to light on this 


page yesterday when Hempstead 
County Sheriff C. Cook and Deputy 
Prosecutor Royce 
VVeisonbcrgcr 


had lo remind Ihc public that live- 
stock arc still running at large 


«on the public roads dcspilc the fact 
'•'that the stock law now is slate- 


wide. 


Nor Is non-enforcement peculiar 


lo our' counly. I heard only yes- 
terday that there is similar trouble 
in Union counly, particularly the 
Irunk lino road norlh from El Do- 
rado to Camden. 
1 This is a ridiculous situation. 
The Star has steadfaslly opposed 
oppressive laws, as witness our 


••long fight against prohibition; but 
*tompromise on tho stock law ques- 


tion is impossible. It will always 
be ridiculous trying to fit thu old 
idea of fren range into the modern 
era of paved roads and fast auto- 
mobiles. 


Years ago when wo had only a 


counly stock law this writer took 
a legal action through two sessions 
of the Hempstead Circuit Court, 
ending rather indefinitely after a 
year pf lawyering — but, coupled 


^with repeated photographs of cattlu 


wandering .down our paved roads, 
it helped to bring about enforce- 
ment of the, law, 


Now'thjTs'tock law is state-wide, 


and the old axiom is working 
against us — the grealw the auth- 
orily we have at law the laxer 
enforcement becomes. 


I know most of the cattlemen 


and farmers want to see stock 


-kept up, because years_.ago when 
'®I was prosecuting that circuit court 


action I-suggested in an editorial 
that if we weren't going to enforce 
tho county law then a petition ought 
lo be circulated for its repeal — 
and this stirred up the farmers 
in a remarkable fashion. Just as 
you might have guessed, the farm- 
ers wanted the. stock law kept 
on the books so, if worst came to 
worst, they could proceed against 
some , unreasonable neighbor who 


tjfwas letting his cattle trample other 


folks,',, crops.. ..But .they-felt- uncom- 
fortable when the stock-law issue 
pitted some farmer against a city 
man with a claim and a lawyer. 


I don't think the primary con 


sideration in enforcement of the 
stock law ever has'been the farm- 


< er's cow or Ihe city man's car. 
The primary consideration is sfrn- 
ply one of human safety — and 


. on this score Arkansas has one of 
,'fljthe most 
wretched 
records ,ln 
' America. 
' 


It isn't the stock issue alone — 


it's our entire approach to the 
enforcement, problem on highway 
safety. 


A good friend and local citizen 


is killed m a highway crash with 
a driver of notorious court record 
and who, I am informed, was for 
bidden to drive a car at the very 
moment ho was doing so. 


416*' It is significant that the prohibi- 


tion-minded states almost without 
exception, have the worst highway 
safety records. The fact is their 
people, are so busy reforming the 
population as a whole they callpus- 
ly overlook tho sudden and yiolent 
death of the individual, And yet thp 
whole purpose of law, and order 
is to protect, the individual — not 
to write some academic the'SIs 
about mass welfare,

charge; for drunken driving, or 
for recklessness causing a serious 
accident he will be forbidden to 
take the wheel of a car for a 
year -r and if he does they'll put 
him in prison.

Seven of the nine racing com- 


missioners last month voted to ac- 
cept bids on the track. Within a 
few days the governor fired all 
seven, 
citing a law preventing 


closed meetings of slate boards of 
commissions. 


Ally. Gen. Murry ruled yester- 


day that the governor had no au- 
thority to fire the commissioners 
under the specified law, but he 
could oust them under the Racing 
Act. 


McMath, who leaves office Jan. 


13, said the "people who ran the 
ad have no authority to act be- 
cause they no longer are on the 
Racing Commission." 


"I 'd be interested to see who 


paid for their ad because the stale 
has no fund for advertising pur- 
poses," said the governor. 


Concerning the new commission,

He said the sister told officers 


Head "stayed three or four hours" 
and left "heading for Wyoming to 
herd sheep", 


Reed said the husky, 42-year-old 


laborer is believed to 
be 
bare- 


headed and waring khaki clothes. 
The search for Head became na- 
tionwide yesterday when the 
FBI 


filed charges of unlawful flight to 
avoid prosecution against him in 
the death of his foster child. His 
wife is being held in the Dos Arc 
jail. 


Mary's body was recovered from 


a water-filled tank on the Head 
farm near here Tuesday. 


Mrs. Head claims her 
husband 


beat the child, hid her unconscious 
body in a chest for several 
days 


and removed her from the house 
without telling his wife whore he 
had hidden "the body". 


State Medical Examiner Ander- 


son Nettlelon said the child died by 
drowning and a coroner's 
jury 


last night returned a verdict 
of 


"death by drowning at the hands 
of persons or person unknown," 


Reed said last night that burial 


is being postponed "at my request' 
until the child's father is located.

Charges Dropped 
Against Gazette 


WASHINGTON W) —Charges of 


unfair labor practices filed against 
the Arkansas GaZfcU,e P u b 1 fcning 
Co., by the CIO American News- 
paper Guild were dismissed yes- 
terday the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board. 


The charges were an outgrowth 


of a prolonged strike against the 
Little Rock morning newspaper by 
editorial and circulation employes. 
The strike was called Dec. 17, 1949 
and never was ended officially. 


The NLRB 
approved 
findings 


and recommendations of its trial 
examiner who conducted hearings 
in the dispute, The examiner found 
that "The Gazette Publishing Co., 
has not engaged in unfair labor 
practices as alleged in the com- 
plaint."

gross will be Rep. Joseph W, Mar- 
tin, Jr., iR-Mass.) and Son. Hob 
ert A. Taft (R-O.). 


With Republicans organizing Con 


gross for tho first lime in four 
years and only the second time in 
20 years, they have picked Martin 
for speaker of the House and Taft 
as majority floor leader in 
the 


Senate. 


The House speakersh'ip is some- 


times described as the second most 
powerful job in the government-r- 
second only to the presidency. In 
the lino of succession to tho presi- 
dency, the speaker is No. 2, The 
vice president is No. 1. Third in 
line is tho president pro tcmporc 
of tho Senate, who will bo Son. 
Styles Bridges (R-N.H.) in the new 
Congress.
